The third legislature—special and 
regular sessions—is a part of the his­ 
tory of the past, though its labors, ev­ 
idenced by new laws^ will be present 
with us for years to come. 
That it did not satisfy all classes 
and all individuals is true—no body of 
men can accomplish impossible tasks. 
That it accomplished much good is 
also true—for it was composed of 
good men—men who had the welfare 
of the state as a whole at heart, and 
legislated to the end that all would 
be beniflted in the largest possible 
measure.

Law—Dispensary 
Abolished. 
The enforcement of the law's in re­ 
gard to prohibition was another im­ 
portant question this legislature had 
before it. One of the things for which 
Governor Cruce fought to have in­ 
corporated in this bill was an amend­ 
ment giving the executive power to 
suspend all county officials failing to 
enforce the prohibition laws. 
This,

nor would be a special judge to try all 
negligent county officials, so far as 
the enforcement of prohibition was 
concerned, the legislature refused to 
acquiesce in the governor's idea. The

in Oklahoma the Kansas “nuisance” 
act, under which injunctions may be

“joints;” limits 
the amount of intoxicants for individ 
ual use to one quart at cffice or place 
of business and one gallon of whiskey 
and barrel of beer at home, and re­ 
quires 
railroads and 
express 
com­ 
panies to keep records of all ship­ 
ments of intoxicants.

Changes In Election Law 
In his m essage to the legislature the 
principal them e of the Governor in 
regard to the election law was “give 
us a good, strong penalty clause for 
election frauds and w rite it as briefly 
as 
possible.” 
The 
legislature 
re­ 
sponded at the eleventh hour, how- 
ever^ by passing a little m ore than 
this. 
Good, strong penalties are pro­ 
vided for election stealers and changes 
were made otherw ise in the interests 
of a fair election and an honest count. 
The general election bill from the 
house, one of the im portant m easures 
that had been delaying adjournm ent, 
was rushed through the senate Satur­ 
day, as reported by the senate com­ 
m ittee, without am endm ents on the 
floor of the senate, and practically 
without discussion. 
Two im portant am endm ents were 
made by the senate com m ittee from 
the form in which the bill passed the 
house. 
One was the elim ination of 
the provision for the election of mem­ 
bers of the state election board, leav­

A fter one of the hardest fights of 
the session, the senate passed the 
m inor lease bill from the house, by a 
bare constitutional m ajority, the vote 
standing 23 to 15.

When I first read the account oi 
Charles Dickinson I took a great dis 
like lo the “victor” in that “affair of 
honor” that abided with me for years

a bad man. a brute, devoid 
of 
the 
simplest principles of humanity.” 
I have since changed my mind, and 
while the brutality of the Dickinson 
duet is still uppermost, the brutality 
appears to me in a different light 
from what it once did. 
W hen Jackson settled in what was 
then called West Tennessee, he board 
ed with a Mrs. Donelson, with whom 
also lived Mrs. -DoneIson’s daughter 
and her husband, Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
Robards. 
Without cause Robards became vio 
lently jealous of Jackson. 
A distin­ 
guished judge, who was at the time 
a fellow boarder with Jackson in the 
Don el son 
home, says that Jackson 
was very much disturbed by the trou­ 
ble he had caused between Robards 
and his wife—a gentle, pure-minded, 
sensitive woman—and 
of 
Jackson 
himself he wrote: “In his singularly 
delicate s n se of honor, and in what 
I thought his chivalrous conception 
of the female sex, it occurred to me 
that he was distinguishable from ev­ 
ery other person with whom I was 
acquainted.”

Terms of Minor's Lease Law. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., 
March 
14.— 
Terms of the minor’s lease bill, jess­ 
ed by tihe senate on the last day of 
the session and now pending before 
Gov. Cruce, -require that leases of 
oil and gas property belonging to 
minors may not be made to extend 
for more than tea years after the mi­ 
nor become* of age. No existing or 
original lease shall be renewed to 
extend beyond the minor’s majority 
Whenever a lease and its terms ex­ 
tend beyond majority of the ward, 
and it is shown that no oil or gas’ 
is found or produced, and it is to 
the best interest of the estate to 
terminate such lease; the same shall 
become null and void at the date of 
the 
ward’8 majority. 
When 
leases 
are made. to extend beyond the ma­ 
jority of the ward, they shall be sold 
to the highest and best bidder at 
public sale. The act does not carry 
the emergency clause.

Frisco Enjoins State.

The 
railroad applied for an injunction to 
prevent the state from revoking its 
charter on the ground that it had 
violated an act of the first legisla­ 
ture. This act forbade the transfer 
of cases from state to federal courts 
by foreign corporations.

A Plea for the Birds. 
Here they come. The Blue-bird with 
M s new coat, and chipper son; the 
wren w&h her same nervous jerk 
and sweet tw itter, the mocking-bird 
with his inimitable 
behavior 
and 
aong; the Kentucky Cardinal, proud 
of his bright new looks; the robin, 
the admired and loved of a ll; the 
song sparrow, calling more sweetly 
than ever to his mate; the m artin 
with his chipper chipper, chap, chap, 
chap. 
Yes, here they are to spend the 
spring and summer with us, and tell 
us a new story of life and its beau­ 
ties. And w hat are we going to do 
about it? What are we going to do 
for them? Shall we enter into their 
life and song, and help them in 
M y way to gladden the earth ? T hey 
dto not ask much of us. In fact they! 


are not absolutely dependent on us 
at all. But it is in our power to 
help them in a few* ways. 
I. 
Water. 'Birds are great drink­ 
ers, and their common drink is wa­ 
ter. They patronize no soda foun­ 
tains, want no stim ulants, need no 
“diopes” of any kind. Yes, birds are 
great drinkers, but if the manufac­ 
turers of artificial drinks depended 
on the birds for patrons, consump­ 
tion of their beverages 
would 
be 
short. All the bird wants is water, 
and plenty of it. Have you ever tried 
to estim ate how* much good, cool 
water the average hen will drink in 
a day? Do you give the faithful hen 
a chance a t all she wants any way? 
Only one way to do it, and that is 
to have a fountain accessible to her 
at all hours, and fill it thrice to five 
times each day with cool, fresh wa­ 
ter. He who has not enjoyed see­ 
ing a group of them collected around 
the fresh water the first thing in 
the morning, and look up to heav­ 
en while they taste it go down, may 
know his text-books well, but his 
heart is not exactly 
in 
the 
right 
place. But to the real birds, as it 
has been recently decided in court 
that the hen is not a bird, but a 
ben. We should arrange to water the 
birds about the house. A small foun­ 
tain may be made from tomato cans 
and bucket tops, such as you would 
make for checks, and placed on a 1 
scaffold a few* feet high near where 
we want them to nest. In addition; 
to this a larger vessel like a small 
dish pan may be i>artly filled with 
rocks in the center, and water pour­ 
ed 
in 
until 
it almost covers the 
rocks. From this they can drink, and 
in it they may bathe. When you have 
forgotten to fill one of these drink­ 
ing vessels the other will be ready. 
By ail means provide a place for the 
birds to drink near your house, and 
do not forget the hvn. 


2. Nests. 
You 
want nests about 
the place for wrens, blue-birds and 
m artins. To protect the wren from 
the English sparrow* take small boxes 
like the chalk box from school, or 
the tin cans, and make entrances for 
the wrens through which the spar­ 
row can not go. This takes a hole 
about one inch in diameter. Place 
these under the eves and about the 
barns 
and out houses, and you will 
soon 
hear the swreet song 
of the 
house 
wren thanking you 
for the 
nome. 
For blue-birds and m artins 
small boxes, tin cans, old gourds, 


etc., placed on poles ten to twenty 
feet high «wIH 
acceptable. Better 
arrange them so you can easily take 
them dow’n in case you have to " help 
the desirable birds against the spar­ 
row’s. Tear out the sparrow nests, 
and give the 
blue 
birds 
another 
chance. 
They 
will appreciate this 
help, and work with a will to whip 
the sparrows,
